FIRST FLOOR OF NEW CHURCH 
BUILDING FINISHED AT 
NASHVILLE 
‘ NASHVILLE, Tenn.—On Sunday, 
January 16, 1949, the Church of God 
in Nashville, Tenn. passed another 
milestone in our ‘work for the Lord. We 
gathered to dedicate unto the Lord 
our new Sunday School department, 
which actually is the full-daylight 
basement of the new church building 
we hope to finish before too long. This 
department contains ten rooms, in- 
cluding a large youth assembly room. 
In addition, space has been left for a 
large ladies’ lounge, also a men’s 
lounge. The wiring is all in conduit, 
and each room is electrically heated, 
with thermostatically controlled wall 
units, the wiring for which is also in 
conduit pipe laid under the concrete 
floor. The cost of the basement de- 
partment was kept at a minimum by 
the saving of approximately $5,000, 
made possible by discounts on mate- 
rial, and the cooperation of the breth- 
ren, which our pastor states 
was practically 100 per cent in donat- 
ing over a thousand hours of labor. 
Space will not premit listing the 
names of all who helped. Even with 
this saving the basement cost approxi- 
mately $21,000 and is among the nicest 

in the Movement. 

Our Sunday School broke all records 
for attendance, as our friends and co- 
workers came to help us celebrate the 
wonderful occasion. The attendance 
was 251; the old record, 234. 

Brother H. L. Chesser, General Over- 
seer, preached the dedicatory sermon, 
which was enjoyed very much. We 
were pleased to have several of our 
former pastors present. The church 
was organized some thirteen years ago, 
and since that time we have had six 
pastors and four of them were pres-

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“Be clothed with humility,” 1 Peter 
5:5. 


“Humility,” wrote William Law, 
“does not consist in having a worse 
opinion of ourselves than we deserve, 
or in abasing ourselves lower than we 
really are.” Some feel so sinful and 
unworthy that they refrain from doing 
anything for Christ. Luther, in writing 
to Melancthon, who felt himself too 
sinful to serve God, said, “You are 
kept in bondage by a false humility.” 
That great soul-winner, George Whit- 
field, said: “How often have I been 
kept from speaking and acting for 
God by a sight of my own unworthi- 
ness. But now I see the more un- 
worthy I am, the more fit to work 
for Jesus, because He will get much 
more glory in working by such instru- 
ments, and the more He has forgiven 
me, the more I ought to love and serve 
Him.” It was a favorite expression 
of Whitfield’s that “nothing sets a 
person so much out of the devil’s 
reach as humility.” “Those,” he said 
on one occasion, “that have been 
most humbled, make the most solid, 
useful Christians. It stands to rea- 
son, the more a man is emptied of 
himself, the more room is there made 
for the Spirit of God to dwell in him.” 
The humble _ soul, being utterly 
dependent on God, offers nobler serv- 
ice than the proud, independent, 
self-sufficient man. Because Christ 
is enthroned in the heart, the serv- 
ice offered is selfless; it is entirely 
for His glory. That is why God gives 
abundant grace to the humble soul, 
James 4:6, 7, R. V. 

So much that goes for humility is 
pride, for there is an entire absence 
of that spirit of utter dependence on 
God which is a sure evidence of hu- 
mility. The Pharisees, by their fast- 
ing and their gloomy countenances, 
would have others believe they were 
very humble. But our Saviour exposed 
them as hypocrites, as men who were 
proud, boastful, ambitious, and who 
lived for self-glory. A proud, self- 
satisfied, and self-righteous man can 
know nothing of saving faith, for 
without a sense of our unworthiness, 
our nothingness, our absolute depend- 
ence on the merits of Jesus’ blood, we 
cannot arrive at that faith which 
saves.

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thanked Brother Peter for being 
cured of tuberculosis; another, for 
healing his wife so that she did not 
have to undergo a necessary opera- 
tion. I decided that this was no place 
for me. It smelled of death and dust. 
Furthermore, it was growing late in 
the day. 

About sunset, in order to conclude 
our visit, we drove through the fertile 
valley to the little church which 
claims to be the first erected on the 
North American continent. It is sit- 
uated in a little town just outside of 
Antigua, on the slopes of Agua. Then 
we drove through the finca which 
had been owned at one time by the 
Spanish conqueror of Guatemala, 
Pedro de Alvarado. 


On our way to San Jose, Guatema- 
la’s principal port on the Pacific 
Ocean, we wound slowly down the 
mountain, around the bases of sev- 
eral volcanoes. On the other side of 
Escuintla we ran into trouble. The 
road was under construction. As I 
have said before, the roads in this 
country are extremely dusty, but this 
road stands, undisputedly, as the 
dustiest road I have ever seen in all 
my life—and I’ve been on some dusty 
ones! Without exaggeration, the dust 
was from ten to twelve inches deep 
all along the way. Luther had a ter- 
rific struggle to get the car through 
it. The wheels spun and the car skid- 
ded; then, it lurched ahead, churn- 
ing up clouds of black dust. Really, it 
reminded us of a dust storm in the 
States. Whenever a car approached 
us coming in the opposite direction, 
we had to stop, roll up the windows, 
place a handkerchief over our noses 
and mouths and wait until Luther 
could see to drive on. For about five 
hours we struggled through this tor- 
ment, caughing and sputtering all the 
way. Finally, just as the sun was set- 
ting, we arrived in San Jose. Dirty! 
We were so black our white teeth 


glowed conspicuously when we smiled. 

The best hotel was situated right on 
the open beach, about fifty yards 
from the ocean. Made of wood and 
erected on wobbly, wooden stilts driv- 
en into the sand, it looked 
anything but secure to me. Its 
one redeeming feature was _ the 
cold water shower which we 
discovered as soon as we arrived. It, 
too, was built on wooden stilts. There 
were large cracks in the walls and 
several excellent knot holes, but we 
were so miserable and dirty that we 
did not question its merit that night. 
I, for one, was only too glad to let the 
cool water wash away the black dirt 
from my originally white skin. 

Feeling much improved after the 
shower, I walked out on the veranda. 
I noticed that sand in that general 
vicinity was also used for dumping 
garbage. The moon had not yet risen, 
but the tide was coming in. The roar 
of the waves as they pounded the 
miles of open beach sounded like a 
gathering thunderstorm. In the sky, 
Suspended in space over that vast ex- 
panse of restless ocean, like a bril- 
liant white jewel, was the evening 
star, Venus. It must have been a 
scene such as this which inspired 
Tennyson’s immortal 
“Sunset and evening star, 

And one clear call for me. 

And may there be no moaning at the 
bar, 
When I set out to sea.” 

Eleven years ago, I reminisced, we 
had disembarked here. A little boat 
had taken us off the great ocean liner 
about three miles out at sea and had 
brought us to the pier, which extends 
about a fourth of a mile out over the 
ocean. There we had been lifted one 
by one, in a small chair, by a crane 
which had swung us over the ocean 
and up onto the pier. How well I re- 
membered! Martha, my youngest 
sister, had come up crying. It seemed 
like yesterday. Now I am a mis- 
sionary myself. 

The full moon rose later, bathing 
everything in soft light. We sat just 
out of reach of the incoming tide, 
watching the breakers roll, each a 
little higher on the sand. Then we 
walked along the edge of the foam- 
ing water until we reached the pier. 
There we stood and gazed, alone with 
our thoughts. Under our feet the 
mighty ocean churned and boiled, 
gathering into great, strong breakers 
which went crashing into the ce-

LINESS: from such withdraw thyself.
